Seventy-five passenger automobiles 
must have seventy-five chauffeurs, 
who must draw at least $75,000 a 
year, and with gasoline used nightly 
and dally what an awful load for 
the poor suffering taxpayers to 
carry. No wonder *the Louisville 
Herald, the machine organ, never 
attempts to fool the public in Its 
savings table as to how much the

REPRISALS WILL XOT SI'CCEKD. 



Upon completing her visit to 
some of the most desolated sections 
of Ireland. Mrs. Philip Snowden. 
wife of the English labor leader, 
adds her testimony on the failure of 
martial law to break the spirit of 
the Irish people., She said in an 
Interview to the press: 

"My view of the^pollcy of re- 
prisals is that Is will not succeed. 
The people are terlrfled, hut they 
are not terrorized. I could not 
discover in talking to them that the 
use of bombs has changed their 
opinions In the slightest degree, ex- 
cept to the disadvantage of the 
Government. I have, however, met 
I nionists who have become Repub- 
. Means because of the manner In 
'which the British Government is 
behaving In the country." 



Testimony from widely different 
sources has of late years been given 
to the excellence of our Catholic 
system of education. There are 
especially two principles, which are 
held sacred in all our schools, and 
which have invariably found favor 
with those who know the deeper 
cause* of the present social unrest. 
They are the "idea of responsibil- 
ity" and "respect for authority." 
For indeed a world completely up- 
set and torn away from its moor- 
ings will not be brought back to 
sanity by self-indulgence and by 
contempt for the laws of God and 
of the State. Social reform pre- 
supposes individual reform, and the 
latter will never be possible unless 
all the members of the community 
squarely meet their duties and sub- 
mit to legitimate authority. 

Unfortunately these two safe- 
guards of social, peace and progress 
are not properly emphasized by all 
teachers and leaders of public opin- 
ion. Dr. W. R. Harper, the first 
President of the University of Chi- 
cago, said In 1904. in "The Trend 
of Higher Education:" "It is diffi- 
cult to foretell the outcome of an- 
other fifty years of our educational 
system — a system which trains the 
mind, but for the most part leaves 
the moral side untouched, no re- 
ligion, no ethics, merely a sharpen- 
ing of the intellect. " The growth 
of new revolutionary forces in the 
last seventeen years has made this 
prediction more Impressive. But 
onr Catholic schools stand like 
Gibraltar In opposition to the revo- 
lutionary teachings threatening the 
nations. 

For despite the shifting of values 
in certain studies, and the empha- 
sis now placed upon "preparation 
for life." the directors of our 
Catholic Institutions of learning 
have always Inculcated the principle 
iPt responsibility — responsiblltly to 
God. to moral duty, to the still, 
small voice of conscience, to one's 
family, to society and the State. 
This Is a principle which Catholic 
educators have ever considered of 
great Importance. They hold that 
the educated amn is charged with 
a new and important duty, especial- 
ly in times of social unheaval like 
the present and when strange 
prophets preach a "new morality." 

Hence while educational methods 
have been revolutionized during the 
last half century, Catholic educators 
have stod fast to essentials. They 
have ever remembered their solemn 
duties of laying up morak power in 
those entrusted to their oharge 
against the day of weakness and 
temptation. This they have done 
by explaining the principle of respon- 
sibility Vhich should distinguish 



the cultured and 
man. Trie duty 
ers in this respect 
noble and Import; 
many false pro: 

who strive to break '4own the moral 
law and viciously attack this doc- 
trine of responsibility to God, to 
his will ai.il commandments, to 
Christ and his church- 

A second principle which Cath- 
olic, pedagogue* l(ave written on 
their programme Is) that of respect 
for lawful authority While It 

colleges and universities, should be 
entrusted with some share In "self- 
government" and should have a 
voice in deciding matters which bear 
on their scholastic, athletic or social 
Interests — yet the principle of au- 
thority must be maintained. Stu- 
dents, after all. no matter what 
their powers for Influencing their 
equals, or their aptitudes for lead- 
ership in the class room or on the 
lumpus. are subject to those who 
have the duty and privilege of be- 
ing their guides and teachers. No 
foolish talk about the right of self- 
government can change this fact. 

It is worth while today to insist 
s.rongly on the principle of respect 
for authority. For In this matter, 
too, many false prophets have taken 
their stand In the market place and 
shouted "authority" — the rlgth of 
every one to toe a law unto him- 
self. Unfortunately we have al- 
ready seen sad results in some col- 
lege* where young minds took this 
"prerogative" too literally and pro- 
ceeded to act upon it.

Many old friends learned with 
genuine sorrow of the death of John 
Sullivan, aged ninety-three years, on 
Tuesday night at hU home, 1250 
South Preston street, surrounded 
bv his children and fully prepared 
when his spirit took Its flight.

The remains 
were taken to Frankfort yesterday 
morning, the funeral taking place 
from the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd.

STRICKLAND REPORT IS HELD 



CARDINALS ANNOUNCED. 



The Osservatore Romano, the or- 
gan of the Vatican, on Tuesday 
published the official announcement 
that the coming secret consistory 
will toe held March 7 and the public 
consistory March 10, when the fol- 
lowing Cardinals will be created: 
Monstgnor Dennis J. Dougherty, 
Archb'shop of Philadelphia; Monsig- 
nor Francisco Vldai Barraquer. 
Archbishop of Tarragona; Monstg- 
nor Juan Benlloch y Vivo, Arch- 
bishop of Burgos. Spain; Monstgnor 
Karl Josef Sehulte, Archbishop of 
Cologne: Monstgnor Michael Von 
Faulhaber, Archbishop of Munich, 
and Monslgnor Francesco Ragonesi, 
Papal Nuncio at Madrid. 



A. C. Gardiner, celebrated Eng- 
lish editor, in the following editorial 
in the London Daily News chal- 
lenges the British Government to 
publish the report of Major Gen. 
Strickland in regard to the Cork 
disaster, and says his country Is in 
honor bound to let the world know 
the truth. He writes as follows: 

The damage done In the Cork fire 
is estimated at $20,000,000. It is 
not denied that incendiary bombs 
were used in the work of deatruc 
tion. Indeed. Sir Hamar Green- 
wood. Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
advanced the fact of their use as 
evidence that it was the Sinn F. in- 
ers who were the culprits. That 
was the case put forward by Sir 
Hamar Greenwood in the House of 
Comomns on December II last. It 
is true that he Introduced his ccse 
by describing an ambush at Dillon's 
Cross earlier in the evening of the 
lire. Whether that was done In 
simple muddle-headedness or In or 
der to provide Justification for the 
police In the event of subsequent 
exposure Is Immaterial. His case 
was that the Sinn Feiners. and not 
the Crown forces, set Cork on fire 
It was not then, nor at any time 
since, the opinion of anybody else. 
The English press was unanimous 
In attributing the crime to the 
police. 

The English Labor Commission 
which was in Ireland at the time, 
and visited the ruins of the city 
stated as the result of their Investi- 
gations that the Black and Tans 
and auxiliary police appeared in 
Cork an hour before curfew, that 
they cleared the streets at the point 
of the revolver, that when the 
streets were deserted the devasta- 
tion began, that It was carried out 
by the officers of the British Crown 
on a preconceived plan, that It was 
accompanied by explosions and at- 
tended by widespread looting. This 
is the view of the occurrence sus- 
tained toy every independent bit of 
evidence that has been produced 
since the Are took place. Against 
It we have the word of Sir Hamar 
Greenwood, supported by the cheers 
of the House of Commons. 

What has been Sir Hamar's meth- 
od of proving not only that he told 
the truth, but that he wants ■ the 
public to know the truth? Follow- 
ing his practice, he refused an In 
dependent civil inquiry. Cork was 
under martial law, and "the best 
and most impartial Inquiry would 
be that made by the General Officer 
Commanding on the spot." He had, 
he said, more confidence In Gen 



Strickland (the general command- 
ing In Cork), than In any tribunal 
that could be set up ad hoc to In- 
quire Into the burnings. That was 
on December 13. The inquiry was 
to be finished next day. On Jan- 
uary 4 the London Times stated 
that Gen. Strickland's report had 
been circulated to the members of 
the British Cabinet and would pos- 
sibly be considered on the morrow. 

On January 8 the lobby corre- 
spondent of the London Daily News 
said the report had ben in the hands 
of the British Cabinet more than a 
week; that it was being held up 
presumably by the Irish Office, and 
that the current opinion was that 
this was due to the fact that It 
gave the lie to Sir Hamar Green- 
wood's denial that, the forces of the 
British Crown started the fires. Ten 
more days passed, and then It was 
indicated not that the report would 
be published, but that another In- 
quiry might be Instituted. That Is 
where the matter stands today, The 
Greenwood declaration that the City 
of Cork was destroyed not by the 
forces of the British Crown, but by 
Sinn Feiners, stands as the opinion 
of the British Government, while 
the Strickland report, which gives 
•hat declaration the lie, is sup-] 
pressed. It is no new experience. I 
Sir Hamar Greenwood in the House 
of Commons denied that there was 
a tittle of evidence that the forces 1 
it the British Crown had de- 
stroyed creameries, w-hen his own 1 
office at Dublin Castle had for a 1 
fortnight been in possession of the 
police reports describing how the' 
Black and Tans had set two cream- 
eries on Are. 

Meanwhile we have the detailed, 
documented and Irrefutable evi- 
dence of the Irish Labor inquiry 
Into the Cork crime. It confirms in 
every respect the now familiar truth 
established by every competent and 
impartial witness who has investi- 
gated the facts. Cork was burned 
by the officers of the British Crown. 
It was burned systematically. The 
firemen who tried to put out the 
flames were shot at by the police, 
and had their hose cut. The confla- 
gration was accompanied by an orgy 
of looting, drunkenness and fighting 
between the various forces engaged 
The deviltries were carried on after 
curfew, when any citizen seen in the 
streets was liable to be shot, yet not 
a single arrest of anyone declared 
to be Implicated in the crime is re- 
ported. A completer, more damna- 
ble chain of evidence was never 
forged in any court of law. ( 
The first comment that suggests 
itself in regard to this story la the 
light it sheds on the history of Ire- 
land during the past eight months 
of terrorism. The English public

false statements. Everything cal- 
culated to infuriate feeling against 
the Irish has been industriously 
published, everything that told the 
ruth on the other side has been 
officially denied. The statements of 
British Ministers on the subject 
have long ceased to be seriously re- 
garded. They told us that Lord 
Mayor McCurtain was murdered by 
the Sinn Feiners. Is there a soul 
in Ireland who believes that today?' 
Is It not a fact that his murderers 
are known and that they have not 
paid the penalty of their crime? 
The artifice of attributing to the 
Sinn Feiners the crimes of the 
Black and Tans has become a 
formula. When the murder of a 
priest was being discussed in the 
House of Commons and Sir Hamar 
halted for a defense, a too loud, 
whisper, heard in the press gallery,' 
said. "Say It was the Sinn Feiners." 
Mr. Devlin charged Winston 
Churchill with the whisper. The 
able Parliamentary correspondent of 
the New Statesman stated that the 
whlsu^r came not from Churchill 
but from Lloyd George, the Prime 
Minister. 

The slow unravelling of the Cork 
ease comes to blow away the fog 
that envelops the tragedy. We have 
for the first time the naked revela- 
tion of the methods of the British 
Government, of the measure of their 
respect for truth, of the lengths 
■hey are prepared to go in manlp-, 
tilating public opinion. It is the 
most humiliating exposure that the 
public life of Great Britain has ever 
suffered. It gibbets England before 
the world as a nation that destroys 
a great city by fire, attributes Its' 
own action to the enemy and sup- 
presses the verdict of its own offi- 
cial inquiry. To what moral death 
'!...- this great nation sunk that such 
things can be done in its name and 
no wind of wrath and vengeance

Responding to the call of Chair- 
man Owen Sullivan, many of Lou- 
isville's leading citizens met at the 
Seelbach Hotel Monday night and 
discussed plans for raising $50,000, 
Kentucky's quota, for relief of the 
oppressed and destitute women and 
children of Ireland, who are suffer- 
ing greater Indignities and perse- 
cution at the hands of England than 
the Huns ever inflicted upon Bel- 
glum. The drive is to be started 
early in March and will continue 
throughout the month. This is the 
first appeal that Ireland has ever 
made to the people of America, and 
judged toy the sentiment* expressed 
at the meeting there is no doubt 
that Kentucky will make gentrous 
response. 

Owen Sullivan presided and 
among those present were Rev. 
Fa tliers James P. Cronin. V. O., 
John O'Connor. Patrick Walsh, P. 
M. J. Rock. Martin O'Connor and 
Daniel O'Sullivan. Judge Matt 
O'Doherty, Col. P. H. Callahan, 
Frank Reeder. Thomas Keenan, 
William M. Higgins. E. M. Caffrey, 
John C. Connolly. M. J. Sullivan, 
Peter X, Dowiing. Robert E. Hes- 
slon and Hon. O Nell Ryan, of St. 
Louis. 

The reports received from the 
Bishops and people of Ireland, both 
Catholic and non-Catholic, during 
the past month, were dwelt uopn by 
Father Rock, Judge O'Doherty and 
the Chairman. They reveal a de- 
plorable condition, much greater 
than the outside world knew any- 
.hing about, over 200.000 people 
being in dire need. It was also 
pointed out that the action of the 
British officials in their attempt to 
hamper this reUef work should 
spur Ireland's friends to renewed 
und greater activity and generosity. 
Arter ways and means to raise the 
fund had been freely discussed 
Judge Matt O'Doherty was appoint- 
ed Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee; Col. P. H. Callahan. Chair- 
man of Publicity Committee, and 
Rev. J. P. Cronin. V. G., Chairman 
of the Pastor's Committee, the 
other members of wfhlch are Rev. 
John T. O'Connor and Rev. Patrick 
J. Walsh. Col. Callahan and Judge 
O'Doherty will select their respec- 
tive sub-committees. These com- 
mittees have been considering nu- 
merous suggestions for raising 
funds and the creation of commit- 
tees, and also to bring the women 
into the movement. 

In the letter addressed to the 
clergy the Pastor's Committee says- 
"From accruate reports sent to us 
from investigating committees, and 
appeals from several Bishops of 
Irealnd we learn that most dis- 
tressing conditions prevail through- 
out the land and thousands are In 
dire need. The policy of starva- 
tion has been determined upon by 
the English Government and every 
effort made to carry It out. Twenty 
thousand Catholic workers have 
been dismissed from factories and 
shipbuilding plants In Belfast, and 
these poor people have nowhere to 
turn for means of sustenance. Else- 
where throughout Uhe country fac- 
tories and creameries (the people's 
chief means of support I have been 
destroyed, and thus thousands of 
women and children have become 
objects of charity, and must perish 
if aid is not quickly forthcoming 
from those so fortunately situated 
as to be able to render assistance."

Great Britain's campaign against 
the Irish Republican movement was 
denounced Saturday by the Right 
Rev. Patrick Joseph Oliune, Arch- 
bishop of Perth, Australia, upon his 
return to that city from Europe, 
says a dispatch to the London 
Times. While visiting in Ireland 
Archbishop Clune took part in un- 
official negotiations looking to the 
restoration of peace between the 
British Government and leaders of 
the Sinn Fein. 

"I say with regret and rel 
tance," the Archbishop is quoted 
saying, "that ecvry infamy per 
trated by Germany during her oe 
nation of Belgium has been renewed 
and repeated and in some cases ex- 
ceeded in Ireland. I subscribe to 
every word used by Eamonn de 
Valera in his recent charges against 
English forces In Ireland. A black 
list of persons who are to be assas- 
sinated Is placed In the bands of 
those In Ihe pay of the crown, 
which Is responsible for the situa- 
tion. The appalling horrors of this 
hellish policy have not achieved 
their object, but have embittered 
moderate Irishmen." 

Archbishop Clune Is said to have 
acknowledged that he had been 
shown the greatest kindness from 
leaders on both sides and declared 
that many upholders of Great Brit- 
ain's policy had felt the Premier 
was anxious for a peaceful solution 
of the Irish problem. "Interested 
persons," he added, "have found a 
way. however, to frustrate such 
schemes by working in high places."

TERMS FOR PEACE. 



Eamonn De Valera. President of 
the Irish Republic, recently has 
been asked two questions, which are 
repeated herewith, together with his 
replies: 

Q. — On what basis would Sinn 
Fein consider entering into peace 
negotiations with the British Gov- 
ernment? 

A. — We have indicated the basis 
time after time. Irelandls separate 
nationality, which implies the right 
of the people of Ireland to deter- 
mine freely, to decide for them- 
selves, their own form of govern- 
ment and to adjust as a nation their 
political relationships with other 
nations upon a comomn equality of 
right. 

Q. — Would Dalll Elreann accept 
Dominion home rule? 

A. — Those who talk like this are 
simply fooling with a phrase. As it 
is applied to Ireland the expression 
has no definite meaning. The es- 
sence of Dominion home rule for 
Canada. Australia, etc.. Is. as Bonar 
Law (Government leader In Com- 
mons) put It in the British House 
of Commons on March 30. 1920. 
"that they have control of their 
own destinies." Those nations can 
determine for themselves, and com- 
pletely control their own fighting 
forces, and the amount tbey con- 
tribute to the general security of 
the Briitsh Empire, even to the 
point of neutrality, in a war in 
which Britain is engaged. Their 
right to secede altogether from the 
British connection is also definitely 
acknowledged. Thus the British 
Dominions have had conceded to 
them all the rights that Irish Re- 
publicans demand. It is obvious 
that if these rights were not being 
denied to us we would not be en- 
gaged in the present struggle. If 
there ever be a British statesman 
who will really desire to bring 
panes to the peoples of these two 
nelghborlnK islands he will approach 
tV task in the following manner: 

First — Acknowledge Ireland's 
right as a free and independent na- 
tion as a preliminary. For Eng- 
land's sake as well as for Ireland's 
this is necessary, for any agree- 
ments made under the duress of 
force, or a supposed existing part- 
nership which Ireland denies, would 
not be worth the paper they are 
written upon. 

Two — Then negotiate with Ire- 
land such a partnership or alliance 
as the common Interests of both 
slnnds may suggest and on such 
terms as the peoples of both coun- 
tries mutually agree upon. 

We do not hold by any policy of 
isolation: in fact, we are a thor- 
oughly sane and reasonable people, 
not a coterie cf political doctrin- 
aires, or even petty politicians. Re- 
publican or other. We are, however, 
for that very reason all the more 
Immovable when it Is a question 
of fundamental right or Justice.

Every CathoWc ought 
to offer on that day earnest pray- 
ers that Ger! will unil • our Ohiff 
Magistrate wisely and well, that the 
f vils of the late war may be abol- 
ished and our Nation enter again 
upon the way of progress through 
justice and charity. The gravest 
problems call for the attention of 
the new President, problems both 
domestic and foreign, on the solu- 
tion of which depends the happiness 
rf the Amerlcau people. Let a 
vigil light express your patriotic 
1 rayers for divine guidance and 
support of the President during the 
four momentous years that open be- 
fore him. May our Blessed Mother 
shield him and counsel him through 
love for this land of her predilec- 
tion.

arise to cleanse us of so foul a 
ahame? 

And the second comment Is the 
cruel absurdity of the policy of 
frightfulness. Every one is agreed 
that the murder gang in Ireland is 
a small group of desperate men over 
whom the general body of the peo- 
ple have np more sympathy than 
the London public had in regard to 
Jack the Ripper. Lloyd George, In 
the House of Commons, has himself 
admitted this. The collective ven- 
geance wreaked on Cork did not 
touch the criminals. Ii punished a 
whole population, who, whatever 
their political sympathies, have had 
no association with crime. If Cork 
marked a closed chapter there 
would be room for hope. But there 
Is no evidence of that. There 
is abundant evidence to the con- 
trary. 

Do not let England forget that 
the honor and good faith of the 
country are bound up in this mat- 
ter of the Strickland report. If we 
are to clear ourselves before the 
world of complicity In the Govern- 
ment's suppression of the verdict of 
their own court, we must compel 
the publication of that verdict. 

The truth about Cork is known to 
the world. We English must make 
a clean breast of It, publicly and 
officially. It is only by that act of 
simple honesty that we can hope to 
put ourselves right with the public 
opinion of civilized society. 



AMERICA'S NEW CARDINAL. 



Archbishop Dennis J. Dougherty 
left Philadelphia Saturday for 
Rome, where he will receive the red 
hat of a Cardinal from Pope Bene- 
dict VX. Thousands of Roman 
Catholics of tb<- archdiocese 
marched from t v , archiepi&opal 
residence with t;.e Cardinal-desig- 
nate to the station, where he board- 
ed a special car for New York. 
Hundreds of clergymen and laymen 
accompanied him to New York to 
bid him farewell when he sailed 
from Hoboken on the Holland- 
American liner Nieuw Amsterdam 
later In the day. A hundred and 
fifty Fonrth Degree members of the 
Knights of Coloimhus, in street re- 
galia, acted as a special escort. The 
clerical escort to Rome included 
Monsignor Michael J. Crane. Vicar 
General of the archdiocese; the Very 
Rev. Joseph A. Whltaker, Chan- 
cellor, and eight rectors of the 
archdiocese. Three laymen. Dr. 
Wlllam Long. John J. Coyle and 
Joseph F. Gallagher, also accom- 
panied the Archbishop to Rome. 

The honor comes to Archbishop 
Dougherty as a reward for long and 
earnest services to God and Church, 
tor Archbishop Dougherty's career 
has been a most distinguished one. 
A native of Pennsylvania, educated 
In th* great Seminary of St. Charles 
Borromeo. at Overbrook, Dennis J. 
Dougherty was ordained to the holy 
priesthood May 3, 1890. He was 
n young priest of such remarkable 
ability, piety, courtesy and tact In 
dealing wtib men that when the 
question arose of appointing Amer. 
lean Bishops to the Sees In the 
Philippine Islands, after the acces- 
sion of those islands to the United 
States following the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, he was appointed to the 
See of Neuva Segona; he was conse- 
crated in the Cathedral of Phila- 
delphia June 14. 1903. His depart- 
ure for the Philippines was the oc-> 
casion of a great demonstration 
from the people of Philadelphia. 
No Bishop ever had knottier ques- 
tions to deal with than Bishop 
Dougherty in the distant Philip- 
pines. But so well did he succeed 
as Bishop of Neuva Segona that 
in April, 1908. he was transferred 
to the important Diocese of Jaro, 
Philippine Islands. So faithfully 
and earnestly did he labor In the 
Islands that when the See of Buf- 
falo became vacant by the death of 
Bishop Colton In 1915, he was 
transferred to that See on December 
6. In June, 1916, he returned from 
the Philippines and was formally 
Installed in his new See by Cardinal 
Farley. Archbishop Prendergast, of 
Philadelphia, and many Bishops 
were present. On May 1, 1918, he 
was appointed to the Metropolitan 
See of Philadelphia to succeed the 
lamented Archbishop Prendergast. 
His arrival* In his native State as 
Archbishop of the venerable See of 
Pl-.:iadelphla was the occasion of a 
great demonstration. A delegation 
of distinguished clergy and laity 
went from Philadelphia to Buffalo 
to escort him "home" after his many 
and varied Journeys. He was sol- 
emnly enthroned In May, his ven- 
erable mother. so lately passed 
away, being present with his sisters 
and brothers to witness the honors 
conferred upon "her boy." The In- 
fluenze broke out in November, and 
the heroic work of Archbishop 
Dougherty, his priests, seminarians 
and religious orders stands among 
the most glorious instances of self- 
sacrifice and devotion to duty. 

Priest, Archbishop, patriot. Amer- 
ican, no nobler work adorns the 
pages of the church In this country 
than that of Moat Rev. Dennis J. 
Dougherty. fifth Archbishop of 
Philadelphia. To him the congrat- 
ulations of the entire country go 
out. As Catholics and Americans 
we rejoice in his achievements and 
the honors which will be conferred 
upon him. In the College of Car- 
dinals he will be the third native 
American to be elevated to that ex- 
alted dignity. Their Eminences, Car- 
dinal Gibbons, of Baltimore, and 
Cardinal O'Connell. of Boston, en- 
Joying this distinction.

The Baptist World, the official 
organ of the Baptist church in Ken- 
tucky, is not very friendly to the 
Jews. Judging from the following 
taken from its columns: 

"We have received a publication 
issued by a committee of Jews in 
New York, the purpose of which is 
defensive propapagna. If the Jews 
pet in bad repute in America It 
will be their own fault. As a gen- 
eral proposition, America has felt 
kindly toward this remarkable race. 
They have been persecuted in many 
nations. America gave them refuge, 
liberty and opportunity. Very well, 
now let the Jew behave himself. Let 
him stop his effort to destroy the 
American Sabbath. Let him cease 
to prostitute the American theaters 
and motion pictures, which he con- 
trols, to the undermining of the 
character of America's jouth. This 
he is doing by the wholesale, out of 
perversity or the love of money or 
both. The way salacious scenes, 
presenting the grosser phases of sex 
life, are lugged into the motion pic- 
ture Is becoming a scandali and an 
outrage on American decency. We 
will treat these sons of the flesh of 
Abraham well if they will let us. 
But America is being forced to take 
cognizance of certain perversities in 
society at the other end of which 
stands the Jew. These things must 
go, or Americanism suffer irrepar- 
able injury. We are willing to hear 
the Jew's defense, but let him cease 
to contaminate America's life, or 
America will have to deal with him 
sternly to protect itself. 



REGULATE MOVIE PICTURES. 

A Catholic organization has been 
formed to Institute a drivs to purge 
the movie industry of its many 
blatant faults. Charles McMartin. 
of the National Catholic Welfare 
Council. Is the leader of the move- 
ment and he has expressed the so- 
ciety's purposes In the following 
summary: 

"The great business of the movies 
— the fourth in relative importance 
of our American Industries — Is by 
universal consent in a most unstable 
and unsatisfactory condition. The 
producers, the exhibitors, the artists 
and artisans within the industry, 
and more than all these, the suffer- 
ing but submissive public, realize 
this fact. One of the principal tasks 
therefore of the Welfare Council 
during the coming year will be both 
nationally through its organization 
in Washington, and locally through- 
out every city and town in the 
United States, through the 20,000 
or more Catholic societies and the 
20,00.000 Catholic people in the 
country, to wage an unrelenting 
fight against immoral and unwhole- 
some motion pictures. We consider 
this one of the most urgent recon- 
struction tasks before the citizens 
of America today, and we call not 
only upon the Catholic citizenry of 
the United States, but upon every 
other group interested In protecting 
the morals, especially of our Amer- 
ican youth, to assist us in this fight 
for sane and wholesome amusement 
both on the spoken stage and on 
the screen." 



COMPLETE E.\H l HIT. 



The smallest and most complete 
exhibit of the activities f a great 
nation will be accommodated in a 
single chamber of the Palais d'ln- 
valldes, Paris — the last resting 
place of Napoleon 1. — this May. 
The Knights of Columbus have re- 
ceived official requests from the 
French and American Governments 
to contribute two Items to the ex- 
hibit—one a life-sire oil painting 
of Gen. John J. Pershing, the other 
a realistic model of Knights of 
Columbus welfare work under fire 
In the Argonne Forest. The K. of 
C. model roller kitchen In an Ar- 
gonne battle scene has been com- 
pleted by a New York r.rtist. With
